TI» German war office reports the 
capture of Ostrolenka, on ihe Narew river about 60 miles north 
oz Warsaw. In the south the Bus sians are in retreat.

Negro Landed 
In Maysville Jail 


Chief of Police Mackey arrived 


in Vancdbnrg Tuesday morning 
and took Howard back to Mays- 
ville, where lie was safely landed 
in jail. Howard said his home 
was in Florida. He told the police 
officers that Lcrwis had a wife and 
one child in Augusta, Ey.

jumped off the South side of the

ficers Tolle went into the corn- 
field and ran two of them back 
out onto the railroad but lost the 
third man in the field. The men 
started down the railroad track 
and Detective Stewart followed 
them but Officer Bloomhuff cross- 
ed over the train, caught a strcel 
car which was passing and went 
to a point several hundred yards 
below the county infirmary cross- 
ing. Here he crossed over the 
train and came down right in 
front of the fleeing negroes.
